There can be no such 
thing as an authority among men to give authority 
to the meaning of what God has said. The whole idea 
isabsurd. Yet it is the central idea of Catholicism, 
and secures two things to the Catholic Church, to-wit: 
a united faith and a general ignorance. 

What can Protestantism boast after its centuries of 
progress? No discovered and accredited laws or rules 
of biblical interpretation! Under its most popular 
idea of interpretation—“Proving scripture by script- 
ure’’—sects and divisions multiplying constantly, and 
nothing of a tendency to unity of faith among Protest- 
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the world shall come to an end. “The earth and the 
works that are therein, shall be burned up.” II. Peter 
3: 10. 

The works of statesmen, writers, painters, architects 
are all short-lived. Your soul will outlive them all. 
The angel’s voice shall proclaim one day that “time 
shall be no longer.” (Rev. 10: 6.) But that shall 
never be said of your souls. Try, I beseech you, to 
realize the fact that your soul is the one thing worth 
living for.

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CHURCH PROSPERITY. 

Irenzeus Prime, D. D., in a recent letter published 
in the New York Observer, made the statement that, 
“In the nearly half a century that I have been convers- 
ant with the ministers of New York, there was not at 
any one time so brilliant a galaxy of lights in the pul- 
pit as there is to-day; never a Sabbath when there was 
so much good preaching as there was last Sunday; 
never a day when greater multitudes sat at the feet of 
the Master to be fed with the loaves of life.” 

Exceptions to the statement seem to have been taken 
by the Episcopal Recorder, and it asks, “Did the ven- 
erable journalist ever witness greater spiritual dearth 
than that which now pervades the New York churches— 
the evening services more sparsely attended, less inter- 
est in the weekly prayer-meetings on the part of 
church-members, more of a worldly spirit among mem- 
bers of the church and a disposition to cater to it, both 
on the part of ministers and office-bearers, in the con- 
duct of the services and style of preaching?” 

The Observer gives its answer in five short letters, 
which were selected from a larger number received 
from different “up-town churches” in New York, “on 
Madison and Fifth avenues and near;’” and “similar 
testimony would have been received had it been sought 
in fifty or a hundred other churches.” One of the let- 
ters received by the Observer is here given to the read- 
ers of the HERALD as a specimen of the five, all of 
which bear encouraging testimony to the growing in- 
terest in religion, as it exists in one of the great cen- 
ters of our great civilization: 

“We have occasion to be thankful that for the past 
eleven years, at every communion, God has given us 
some who profess their faith in Christ. Our average ad- 
dition has been forty-five a year. Weare settling down 
to the conviction that religious interest ought to be con- 
tinuous, and that a state of revival should be che nor- 
mal condition of achurch. At present there is a tender 
feeling on the part of many in our congregation. I de- 
light to know that the old-fashioned converting power 
has not failed out of the treasury of God. Souls under 
the impression of the truth have yielded themselves in 
the sanctuary to’the power of God’s truth. We have 
many inquiring the way by prayer. We can not com- 
plain of our second service. It is nearly as large as our 
morning one. Our*prayer-meetings are large, and also 
of the old style, in whieh the members of the church 
bear the greater share of the privilege of the meeting. 
I have besides a class for those who desire to unite with 
the church. It meets on Saturday night. Before last 
communion the class ran up as high as sixty. I com- 
mence a new class on the coming Saturday night in 
preparation for our March communion. I expect fifty 
or sixty. We have great reason to bless God for continued 
religious interest. We are so grateful that I fear to speak 
about it lest I should seem to detract one particle from 
God’s honor in the matter. To him be all the praise.”’ 


Testimony such as this, coming from one of the cen- 





ters of modern civilization, and substantiated by fifty 
or a hundred other witnesses of unimpeachable veraci- 
ty, is highly encouraging; it confirms the faith of such 
as believe that the former days were not better than 
these. God has given his word that his kingdom of 
peace shall extend itself among the nations, until the 
kingdoms of this world shall become the kingdom of 
the Lord. Notwithstanding this, there are those who 
think that the Lord’s kingdom is becoming weak under 
the advancing powers of sin; that the church is losing 
its influence over the souls of men, and will soon pass 
into history to be reckoned with ancient schools of phi- 
losophy—an institution of the past. 

It is true that the services of the Lord’s house are 
too “sparsely attended; “that too great a spiritual 
dearth pervades the churches,” not of New York alone, 
but in general; that some of the ministry are too much 
disposed to “cater to worldly spirit,” and that an un- 
told amount uf wickedness, such as must cause angels 
to weep at beholding, is perpetrated both in city and in 
country.. But if we look at the dark side of a picture 
only, we shall not know that it has a bright side. If 
we see only its background we shall fail to trace its 
finer lines of light and beauty. The world is not all 
wickedness. Faithful and well directed efforts to save 
men from sin do not all belong to the past. The pul- 
pit of to-day is filled with ministers as stanch and 
fearless as the world has ever known. In the few 
there can be found worshipers as reverent as any who 
have ever assembled in the courts of the Lord’s house; 
and than now, there never have been more frequent occa- 
sions for ‘‘joy in the presence of the angels of God over 
one sinner that repenteth.” 

The church is not losing ground as its enemies would 
have you believe, and as morbid Christians are too 
ready to believe. Church-goers are becoming more 
numerous. A healthful, growing interest in religious 
service is also apparent. This interest is of a kind 
that is not confined to day nor place. It extends out 
from the meeting-house and the Sabbath, into society, 
where it manifests itself through the week. It is now 
better understood among Christian people than seems 
formerly to have been done, that ‘divine service” can 
be as truly performed in garrets and cellars, by the 
wayside and in the mart, on Monday, as in the church 
on Sunday. 

Those who, in summing up the work and strength of 
the church at different periods in its history turn 
the balance in favor of the past, are likely to over- 
look the mission-schools, the reading-rooms, the hospi- 
tals, the “homes” for the destitute, and the many other 
philanthropic institutions sustained by the church, and 
under its direction, where a religious interest pervades 
continuously. Through such means the church is 
reaching out to those who do not attend its general 
services, to a degree never equalled in the past. 

During the winter and spring a greater number of 
conversions have been reported among the churches 
than have probably occurred in the same length of 
time since the early days of Christianity. Under better 
and improving methods for doing church-work, greater 
unity among God’s people, advanced scholarship, and 
the rapidly growing numbers of Bible students, there is 
no need of fear that righteousness will die out among 
men. “The church is established upon a Rock, and the 
gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” ‘Heaven 
and earth shall pass away, but God’s word shall not 
pass way.” “Neither shall it return to him void, but 
shall prosper in the thing whereto he has sent it.” 

The Lord’s army is not faltering in its movements. 
It is steadily advancing to surer victory than ever 
awaited the conquering armies of the world. The 
kingdoms of this world shall become the kingdom of 
our Lord. The last foe conquered, the final victory 
won, the Captain of our salvation will then deliver up 
the kingdom to the Father, that God may be all in all.

ARE WE ABLE? 

Is the question one of ability or duty? If one of 
duty, God has then already determined the question of 
ability. Is it possible that he would command what 
we could not do? If I wape to lowly estimate your 
personal ability as a mechanic, or as a minister, you 
would hardly take it gracefully; or if I was to deny the 
ability of your family to accomplish what others were 





ever and readily doing, you would take my criticisms 
unkindly. 

The Christians would far rather say, ‘‘We are three 
hundred thousand strong,” than to say what is not far 
from the truth, “We are a little folk, only about 
seventy-five thousand strong.” We want no one to 
underestimate our nwmerical strength. We are much 
like the little city which ever feels bigger than it really 
is. But we have little hesitancy in vociferating in 
living chorus, “We are poor, and thus unable to do 
much.” 

So many said, “We can support no home missionaries 
outside of our conferences;”’ and others said, “Be care- 
ful how you enlarge your force and extend your field.” 
When we looked toward the freedmen, and thought of 
establishing a school among them, at the expense of the 
Mission, “Look out,” we were told, “you are going too 
fast; you will fail, and your other enterprises will 
collapse.” ‘‘Too many irons in the fire, all will burn,” 
etc. Well, really, ‘Faint Heart” has little faith. Well 
would it be if he had little influence. Now he says, 
“Do not think of sending out a foreign missionary. We 
are too poor for that work. We certainly will fail and 
our missionary will starve or retire in disgrace from the 
field!” 

Mr. Faint Heart can keep his money to himself if he 
wishes, while, if he kindly fails to warn us with his 
words, we will excuse him from all responsibility. 
That is the trouble with the fellow—be has an awful 
weight of responsibility, and he would warn us in 
due season. Should we fail his “I told you so” would 
greet us on the first receding step, even if he had to 
send his message by telegraph at his own expense. 

When Jokn Gossner was sixty-four years old he 
started an Independent Foreign Missionary Society, 
and on his eighty-fifth birthday he could say, “I have 
sent one hundred and forty missionaries to different 
parts of the world.’’ Blessed John Gossner! Would 
that his mantle might fall on some one who belongs to 
the Christians! Is it likely that his single ability was 
equal to our aggregate ability? or that the obligation 
resting on him was greater than that resting on us? 
Can not the Christians afford to send out one mission- 
ary to the perishing heathen?

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THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH AT ALBANY, 
NEW YORK. 

In the recent revival in this church a number have 
entered the religious life, which was the occasion of a 
sermon yesterday to young converts by the pastor, Rev. 
P. W. Sinks, who took his text from Exodus 14: 15: 
“Speak unto the children of Israel that they go for- 
ward.” 

It is a grand thing to be brought out of Egypt; it is 
even a grander thing to “go forward” at the Lord’s 
bidding to the conquest of fresh difficulties and the 
entrance into the land of promise. 

The Christian life isa journey; a journey outward, 
and onward, and upward; a journey calling for a con- 
tinued resistance against contesting adverse circum- 
stances. Satan has had the advantage over some of 
you. You have broken from his wiles, but he will not 
willingly abandon you. He will take advantage of 
your fears; of the seeming indifference of brethren to 
your condition. He knows your weak points and he 
knows how to get at them. The citadel of your being 
will be assailed by enemies without, who will find allies 
in foes within. ‘Watch, therefore, and pray lest you 
enter into temptation.”

In this journey you ought not to neglect any duty 
that rises before you, nor parley fora moment about 
faithfully rendering it. Many of the duties and obliga- 
tions which, viewed ata distance, excite anxiety and 
apprehension become a delight when at hand. In this 
journey expose yourselves to the fewest risks possible. 
It is said that there is nothing better in battle ora rail- 
road disaster than presence of mind, except absence of 
body. The principle applies to the Christian journey. 
It your ungodly friends persist in trying to delude you 
and to allure you from your way, you will have to leave 
them—they are no longer your friends when they-seek 
to cause you te stumble. You can never win them by 
compromising your own duty. If you expect to win 
them you must be sure of your own standing place. 
Make all possible efforts to save them; if you can not, 
and they persist in obstructing your way, in all kiad- 
ness and honesty, and with love to them still, be true 
to God and your choice, though it requires you to take 
the parting hand. No one ever saved his friend by 
compromising his own obligation.

A GREAT QUESTION.—No. 8. 

Language which is purely historical admits no other 
than a literal interpretation. To depart from this rule 
would throw the whole history of the past ages intu 
utter uncertainty. Every fact which Moses stated 
in Genesis, as far as we have the correct or exact 
statements of Moses, must be understood in its most 
literal and obvious sense. If not, without a new reve- 
lation from God to tell its meaning, no man can tell 
what it means. Thus it would be made as worthless. 
It is one of the vile absurdities in regard to biblical 
interpretation that the true meaning of Scripture is 
hidden to all but spiritual persons. What does the 
Bible amount to, on that hypothesis, as a revelation 
from God to the world? Does God thus mock at the 
Intellect which he has made in man? The idea is 
impious. God’s revelations, written in the Bible, are 
addressed to the mind of man, not to some spiritual 
gift or endowment. He does not mock at men in a 
blind pretense. Our Father in heaven does not any 
such thing. 

No historic record is worthy our confidence, only so 
far as it states in simple terms of measured significance 
What was, what was done, and what was said. Historic 
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matters are sometimes woven into poetry, and even into 
prophecy, as symbols, or to show a connection; but 
neither the enigmas of poetry or prophecy are history. 
All poetry and most of prophecies partake of the charac- 
ter of enigmas. But historic records are simply record 
statements of positive verities. 

There was a great valley in what we call Asia which 
was called Eden by Moses. Thatis a historic certainty. 
In the eastern part of Eden wasagarden. That is his- 
tory. In the garden were fruit trees and other trees. 
That is history. One of the trees there would introduce 
disease into the life-current of humanity if eaten. Is 
it not history? Another tree there, if eaten, would heal 
the hurt. Is it not history that there was such a tree? 
Why say some that these were not trees in literal truth? 
We know there are trees whose fruit is not whole- 
some, and that they bring an experience of evil— 
pain, sickness, weakness, and finally death if there 
is no medicinal remedy. We know also that there 
are trees which are medicinal in leaves, in bark, or 
in fruit. 

Every sin creates a liability to sequences both natural 
and judicial. Moses historically notes both of these as 
following the sin of Adam and Eve. The natural 
sequences of their sin were the loss of perfect health, 
consequent weakness, weariness, and sweating under 
labor, and final exhaustion of vital force by continuing 
without medicine or “the tree of life.’ The judicial 
sequence was they were excluded at once, after trial, 
from any privilege of approaching the “tree of life’ to 
be healed. That was established mortality and conse- 
quent death. In a just and candid criticism I can 
make nothing else of Adam’s sin as to its natural and 
judicial sequences. Its moral sequences werea different 
matter not named in the history by Moses. 

From the days of my childhood I have been a 
student of the ancient writers, biblical and unbibli- 
cal, and I can recollect not one expression that I have 
found among them concerning the death that “passed 
upon all” in consequence of the sin in Eden, other 
than the death of the body. In one author, outside 
of the Bible, whose work is certainly very old, more, 
I am confident, than three thousand years, occurs 
this comment upon the death of Adam, after saying 
that he died at nine hundred and thirty years old: 
“And Adam died because he ate of the tree of knowl- 
edge; he and his children after him, as the Lord God 
had spoken.” 

I repeat the idea which I have before expressed, 
that this life-and-death question is a great question 
and ought to be very thoroughly considered and 
weighed, for nothing is truth but truth; and no false 
idea can be without some evil influence on the relig- 
ious world. Truth aloneis or can be consistent with 
the mind and character of God. And this stands as 
a first question, both in the Bible and in the relig- 
ious thought of man.

Walking along to the house of God, I could smell 
the salt breath of the sea, as it floated in from the 
ocean.

The singing was prompt, 
and it was done heartily as to the Lord, and the whole 
service was profitable. Every three months the young 
people’s meetings are arranged for the quarter, with a 
subject and leader for each meeting. I have a nice card 
containing the subjects and names of the leaders for the 
present quarter. At seven o’clock we adjourned to the 
larger vestry where the Sunday-school concert was to 
be held. The subject of the concert was, “The voyage 
of life.” The leader was a teacher in the Sunday- 
school. Twelve leaders are appointed for the year, 
each to act when his turn comes. The meeting was 
deeply interesting. The exercises consisted of read- 
ings, recitations, quotations ef Scripture from persons 
in every part of the house, who were called off by num- 
ber. The singers knew when their place came, and 
never failed in giving some appropriate hymn. These 
meetings make a variety, and the people like them. 
Anything is better than a monotony. This dull same- 
ness is the moth that eats up the fair garments of Zion. 
But poor human nature is prone to ruts.

Dr. J. W. Nobles has also been an able preach- 
er. Their family was large—ten in all. Of the eight 
children four are dead. Their average years at present 
is sixty-seven and a fractional part of » year. Asa fam- 
ily they are noted for loyalty to the church of their 
choice...... We expect to receive some accessions at our 
next monthly meeting. Rev. S. Prosser, who has labor- 
ed in adjacent churches, has been greatly blessed. At 
the new church so recently dedicated he organized with 
forty members. In the different churches he has re- 
ceived an aggregate of over sixty members. A few years 
ago our hopes were faint in this part of the field, but 
now we can boast of five churches, which we hope will 
forma nucleus forstill greater attainments. The churches 
at Eddystone and Castleton, in their insulated condition, 
have maintained their ground amidst a great amount of 
intrigue.

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“SIN AND DEATH.” 


Bro. O. F. P., after reading Bro. Chrisman’s criti- 
cism, asks one or two questions in the HERALD of 
March 19th, as follows: “Was it not by the transgres- 
sion of Adam that physical death was pronounced, not 
only on him, but on the whole human race? And where 
is the text intimating physical death prior to that re- 
lating to Adam’s sin? or the time when God said to 
Adam he must return to the ground? Was it not after 
and in consequence of sin?” 

In the first place, we will reason from the known to 
the unknown, in answer to the second proposition, 
namely, “Where is there a text intimating physical 
death prior to that relating to the sin of Adam?” An 
intimation is all that is required. Now, we all know 
that food is a necessary article in the building yP and 
continuance of the physical organism, or, in other 
words, the natural life. And if it were not for the con- 
tinuance of this physical life food might be dispensed 
with. This is a present observable fact. Then we 
know that while food preserves life, its absence results in 
death. Hence we conclude that an eternal life is not 
dependent upon food, for if it were, a mere accident, 
such as a snow blockade, might blot it out, or, in other 
words, the eternal would be at the mercy of physical 
caprice, which is impossible. We know, then, that we 
eat food, and we know that we have to eat it in order to 
live. Now, we also know that Adam ate food, for in 
the first chapter of Genesis and twenty-ninth verse we 
read these words: “And God said, Behold, I have given 
you every herb bearing seed which is upon the tace of 
the earth, and every tree in the which is the fruit of a 
tree yielding seed; to you it shall be meat.”’ And in 
the second chapter and ninth verse: “And out of the 
ground made the Lord God to grow, every tree that is 
pleasant to the sight and good for food,” etc. Then in 
the sixteenth verse: “Of every tree of the garden thou 
mayest freely eat.” All of this is related before the 
story of Adam’s sin. Now, I say we know that Adam 
ate the food before he committed the sin in the garden. 
What did he eat it for, if it were not as it is now—to 
continue the physical organism? The next question: 
“Was it not on account of the sin of Adam?” etc. 

We fail to find where, in connection with this story 
of Adam, physical death was at all pronounced with 
respect to Adam or any one else, except as a mere state- 
ment of a fact existent; not as a curse because of sin, 
but, as Bro. Chrisman puts it, “The man returns to 
dust simply because he came from there.” The warn- 
ing was presented to Adam before he committed any 
sin in these words: “The day thou eatest thereof thou 
shalt surely die.” And he did die that very day. The 
same result there, in respect to Adam’s sin, as is the 
result of sin to-day. Each one of us is an Adan, stand- 
ing before God in the dawn of our existence, just as-he 
steod in the dawn of his. I ought to be ashamed to 
lay my sin to Adam’s charge. Adam has enough to 
answer for without answering for any of my miscon- 
duct. So has every other of God’s children. 

Another: ““When did God say, prior to this story of 
the sin of Adam, that he must return unto the ground?” 
No place perhaps. Neither did he say it here as the 
curse of Adam’s sin. If he meant physical death as 
the punishment, it would have been much plainer to 
have said, “Now thou hast not eternal life, but thou 
shalt return to dust.” But he did not say this. He 
spoke these words: “In sorrow shalt thou eat of (the 
earth) all the days of thy life.” “In the sweat of thy 
face shalt thou eat bread, till thou return unto the 
ground.” Nothing would imply plainer than these 
words that the original plan was, that man should re- 
turn to the ground. He did not say, “Thou shalt re- 
turn to dust because of this,’ but, “For out of it wast 
thou taken.” . 

I believe the two quotations of the brother, namely, 
“The wages of sin is death,” and that “Sin is the 
transgression of the Jaw,” or, combined, ‘The wages of 
transgression of the law is death.”’ This certainly re- 
fers to spiritual death, for such a thing as exact obedi- 
ence to physical law is possible, and yet it will not ward 
off physical dissolution. Physical death will come 
anyhow, so physical death can not be the wages of 
transgression. It must be death of soul that it means; 
death to God and righteousness; death to all that is 
beautiful; an unconsciousness of the divine inspiration 
that breathes through God’s word and works. It is the 
spirit life we must seek. It is the spirit death we 
should shun, for it is the curse consequent to sin, 


Let us live in hope that when we lay off this mortal 
body, which God planned we should wear for a season, 
we may take up the robe of immortality and wear it 
amid the throng of white-robed, who will have gone up 
through trials and great tribulation. L.

OUR REPRESENTATIVE MEN. 

“Rev. Joseph Weeks died last night, the 23d. He 
preached on Sunday, and returned Monday feeling un- 
well, and died soon.” 

How sad are such messages! Our representative 
men are falling and fast passing away—in so short a 
time, Humphreys, Wade, Overturf, Weeks. We can 
scarcely realize that they have departed from us, so ac- 
customed have we been to greet them at our annual 
gatherings and enjoy their friendly association. But 
they have gathered up their feet in peace, closed their 
earthly labors, and entered the realms of the blest. 
The lives of these men may never be written with pen 
and ink, but it matters not, for that would be but re- 
cording on paper facts which already exist. Their lives, 
rich in all that go to make up true Christian manhood, 
great in elements which give influence and standing— 
all these are imbedded in the history of the movement 
they loved so much, and the church with which they 
stood identified. Their labors and influence have 
deepened and broadened the great current of religious 
thought which is overturning and sweeping away sec- 
tarian narrowness and priestly bigotry. 

These men loved the Bible. They loved its precious 
truths, and the relationship these truths bore to the 
soul’s deep need they plainly saw and fully realized; by 
it their own hearts were touched, transformed, molded 
into that of the divine.

only name—for these men were denominational men. 
They believed in the Christian Church. They believed 
that the principles she held as distinctive were worthy 
of profound respect and admiration, and should hold 
their place in the advanced thought of the age. The 
general interests of the church were at all times en- 
couraged. That a greater efficiency in all general 
church work might be reached, a more systematic or- 
ganization was sought for and effected for state work. 
State associations or conferences were organized with 
their various departments for work of a national char- 
acter, a general convention to meet once in four years 
with representatives from every state and section. 

Our various schools of learning in the different 
states have received from these men no small degree of 
encouragement and support. From time to time their 
best thoughts and most earnest labors have been em- 
ployed in their behalf. 

These men were self-made men—solid, substantial 
pillars of the church. They commenced at the foot of 
the ladder. In the midst of toil, discouragements, and 
dangers, with an inflexibility of purpose, they beat 
their way onward and upward. The earthly goal by 
them has been reached, and triumphantly have they 
closed their eyes in death. May the influence of their 
lives lead toa more profound conception of life and duty, 
a broader and higher culture in the preparation for life- 
work, and grander and nobler achievements in all that 
pertains to our mission as a religious people.

THE SECOND COMING OF CHRIST. 

The doctrine of our Lord’s personal appearance on 
earth “without sin unto salvation,” or without a sin 
offering, is a subject of vast importance to the church 
and one very much neglected by it. And why? Is it 
because of the mistakes of our Advent brethren in 
reference to knowledge of the time of the event which 
God has wisely kept from his intelligent creatures in 
heaven and on earth? (Mark 13: 32.) If I read cor- 
rectly this doctrine is set forth by Christ and his apos- 
tles more than forty times in the New Testament. 
Now we know Gabriel came down to announce the con- 
ception of Christ; angels came to announce his birth; 
and angels came to foretell his return, saying, “Ye men 
of Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into heaven? This 
same Jesus which is taken up from you into heaven shall 
so come in like manner,” 





Yes, thank God, he is coming again just as he went 
away, or in like manner. We are going to see him in 
person. When the high-priest asked him if he was the 
Messiah, Christ said, “Hereafter shall ye see the Son of 
man sitting on the right hand of power, and coming in 
the clouds of heaven.” This confession of truth was 
called by his opposers blasphemy, and condemned him 
to death because he said he was coming again. This 
doctrine has suffered, I think, from those who claim to 
be its friends because of setting the time. Men who 
say Christ is coming at some given time, I think, have 
no grounds, for their assertion. ‘Of that day and hour 
knoweth no man.” 

All through the Scriptures we are told to watch for 
his coming, and if we knew the time we should not 
watch until the time came. “Therefore be ye also 
ready, for in such an hour as ye think not the Son of 
man cometh.” And we are also taught that his coming 
will be sudden—“‘as a snare.” ‘And as it was in the 
days of Noah, so shall also the coming of the Son of 
man be.” 

Some tell us his coming is at death, but that is not 
his second coming. We are not taught anywhere in the 
Scriptures to look for death, but we are taught to look 
for the Lord’s coming. Christ said to his disciples, 
“Lo, I am with you always.” If so, he would not have 
to come for he would be with them at death. Death 
has been conquered by Him who said to John on Pat- 
mos, in the self-sufficiency of his omniscience, “I am 
he that liveth, and was dead; and behold I am alive 
forevermore, and have the keys of hell and of death.” 
And he will come and unlock the graves of the right- 
ous first—‘‘For the Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first: then the living will be changed and 
caught up together with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so we shall ever be with the 
Lord.” 

The resurrection of both righteous and wicked is an 
event consequent upon Christ’s return to earth as the 
Scriptures abundantly show. This is Paul’s “blessed 
hope and glorious appearing of the great God and our 
Savior Jesus Christ,” who, when he comes, “shall 
change our vile bodies and fashion them like his glo- 
rious body.” 

Every Christian should pray as did John, “Even 
come, Lord Jesus, come quickly.” But many say he 
can not come in my day; the thousand years of the 
millennium must come before he does; that righteous- 
ness must increase and wickedness decrease before he 
comes. But the Savior said the wheat and tares will 
both grow together until the harvest, which is the end 
of the world. Thus we see from the Savior’s statement 
that sin and sinners will be on the earth at the end of 
the world. 

Again, Paul in II. Thess. 1: 7,8, “And to you who 
are troubled rest with us, when the Lord Jesus shall be 
revealed from heaven with his mighty angels, in flaming 
fire taking vengeance on them that know not God, and 
that obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ.” It 
is evident from this there will be some on earth (when 
the heavens reveal the Son of God) who will meet his 
fiery indignation. “Then the man of sin [that great 
system of spiritual tyranny and wickedness of which 
the papacy has ever been the central power, claiming 
to do what God himself can not do, grant indulgences 
to commit sin] shall be destroyed by the brightness of 
his coming. “Then cometh the end, when heshall have 
delivered up the kingdom to God, even the Father; when 
he shall have put down all rule and all authority and 
power.” 

“Death destroyed, all things subdued unto him, then 
the Son shall be subject unto him that put all things 
under him, that God may be all in all.”’

That we recognize in the removal of Mr. Kebler the 
loss of one who from the early days of the college to 
the present time has worked in the cause of the insti- 
tution with continued fidelity, earnestness, and power, 
whose strong heart and clear brain have always encour- 
aged its managers and directed wisely their councils, 
whose noble spirit will be missed by us more and more 
as coming years shall fully show us its value. 

That we will endeavor to receive this providence 
with calmness and trust, realizing that we can do so 
ouly by rising into that Christ spirit of helpful love 
which informed and illumined the life-work of the 
man whose loss we mourn.

John Kebler, of Cincinnati, died April 4th, at the 
age of sixty-six, after a short sickness. Few men in 
Cincinnati were more thoroughly respected and beloved 
for the many qualities which constitute a foremost citi- 
zen. He came to Cincinnati in 1844, after graduating 
from Harvard College in the class with Edward E 
Hale, Charles H. Brigham, Thomas Dawes, and others, 
and thencetorward steadily grew in distinction as a 
lawyer, chiefly in those relations of counselor and trus- 
tee which demand as high a moral quality as they re- 
quire business sagacity and legal wisdom. 

From many sources, from men and women who 
speak with a full sense of the weight of words, there 
comes a uniform testimony that in genuine integrity, 
in the blending of conscience with intelligence, and 
the application of this thoughtful sense of duty to every 
professional act, he was a man of exceptional standing 
in this community. 

He was clear-sighted in his judgment of men and ol 
affairs, and served his clients as he served the public, 
by telling the truth with frankness and fearlessness. 
Yet, because his courage of speech was the outcome of 
a guileless mind which was incapable of believing that 
in the long run anybody could be advantaged except by 
truth and justice, it always carried with ita certain 
quality of heartiness and kindliness which compelied 
admiration even where it provoked difference of opin- 
ion. In all his speech and bearing there was a buoy- 
ancy of good will which warmed and uplifted those who 
came in contact with him. It was impossible to escape 
the infection of his cheery voice or his exuberant 
spirits, and impossible, I think, not to like him,’ even 
when he was your antagonist in opinion. He was most 
courteous and hospitable, a prompt helper in the little 
amenities of life, and conscientiously regardful of his 
social duties to the stranger in the city, especially to 
the Unitarian ministers who generally proved his hos- 
pitality whenever they passed through Cincinnati. 

During his forty years’ residence here, he had been a 
steadfast member of the First Congregational (Unita- 
rian) Church, as loyal in the days when it chanced to 
be under a cloud as when it was most prosperous. The 
minister was sure to find hima stanch friend and a 
most appreciative hearer; he gave liberally to the 
church treasury; he was on every necessary occasion 
outspoken in his maintenance of the superior fitness of 

Unitarian doctrine to answer the craving for truth and 
comfort of the human soul and to inspire the best liv- 
ing; and men bore witness that he endeavored to live 
as he believed. 

So it has been of great service to our Unitarian 
Church—as must needs be the case with a solitary lib- 
eral church ina great city, where its doctrine is dis- 
trusted as irreligious and immoral—that his dignity of 
character and his commanding, if unostentatious, in- 

fivence, which had been won by genuine worth and

THE CHRIST LIFE. 

John declares that “in him [that is, in Christ] was 
life, and the life was the light of men.”’ And again he 
informs us that this light which is the life of Christ 
“lighteth every man that cometh into the world.” Life 
the source of light, and the true, abiding light the re- 
sult of the divinest life—this was the doctrine of Him 
who when upon earth taught that his words and works 
were inspired by the Father. ‘The Father who dwell- 
eth in me, he doeth the works.” 

- Looking backward we exclaim, “What hath God 
wrought?” Looking around into the great living pres- 
ent, with its sins, sorrows, and sufferings, its grand op- 
portunities and awful dangers, we ask again, “Who is 
able for these things?” We are aware that “by the 
foolishness of preaching”’ this world is to be converted, 
and to the spiritually-minded the church is the hope of 


the world. But what is to be the subject matter of 


that preaching by which the world is to be converted, 
and what the character of that church which is de- 
signed to be “like a city set upon a hill”—the light and 
hope of the world? 1lnasurvey of the present state 
of things we confess there is much to awaken doubt 
and excite our fears. It is true, unquestionably, that 
“iniquity abounds, and the love of many waxes cold.” 
Indifference and heartless formality characterize much 
that is called Christianity to-day, and to a great extent 
church-life is but the dress-parade of a profession as 
devoid of Christ-life as the chaff of last year’s harvest 
is lacking the original life of the grain. There are, of 
course, exceptions to all rules, but speaking in general 
terms, it may be alleged against the church that it has 
lost much of its first love, is wasting its treasures of 
mind and money in that which “edifieth not,’ makes 
prominent that which divides and distracts the chil- 
dren of God, and to a great extent disregards the cry- 
ing necessities of the masses. 

That these are festering sores upon the body of be- 
lievers, no one acquainted with the facts as they really 
are will deny; and further, that a keen-scented, relent- 
less skepticism has fastened upon these inconsistencies 
with the baseless boast that Christianity is at last at the 
mercy of its foes. 


converting the world, or even realize the consciousness 
of its great responsibility and work, it must come back 
from its wanderings, turn away from its idols, renounce 
its senseless mummeries, enthrone Christ in the heart, 
and with primitive simplicity and untiring zeal address 


pel to every creature. 

In other words, the Christ-life must be the aim, the 
inspiration, and the end of all church-work and indi- 
vidual life. Unquestionably this was and is the divine 
idea of Christianity. Anything adding to this original 
idea in the way of theories and forms, in interpreta- 
tions and human “shibboleths,” should be put down as 
“damnable heresies;” anything falling short of this 
should fall just so far short of receiving our patronage 
and support as Christianity. 

Elevate this Christ-life into its rightful position—the 
throne in the heart and in the church—and how quick- 
ly would those human theories which have been adopt- 
ed, and which to-day divide the church into more than 
five hundred denominations, sects, and parties be swept 
away never to return, With these hateful causes of

division gone, and the Christ-life upon the throne, al] 
true Christians would unite in loving, Christian work 
as naturally as kindred drops of water coalesce. In 
this united Christian church, where human forms and 
theories are held in severe subordination, fully ninety 
per cent. of expense in brain and treasure is saved, or 
used in the legitimate work of proclaiming this pure 
gospel to all men everywhere—the masses at home and 
the masses abroad. And not only so, but upon such a 
church “an unction from on high” would rest, so that 
this Christ-life would be manifest to all; the “Light 
that lighteth every man” would go forth quickly to ac- 
complish its work, and the mouth of skepticism would 
be hushed upon these points forever. 





NEGLECT OF THE ORDINANCES. 

The complaint is made in not a few of our churches 
that the ordinances of the church are neglected. By 
this phrase we suppose it is meant that baptism and the 
Lord’s Supper are not offered at regular intervals in 
church-work. Christian liberty, as we are pleased to 
term it, is the thing which, above all others, we as a 
church are disposed to abuse, until our liberty degen- 
erates into license and freedom into anarchy. In getting 
away from the priestly despotism of the past we have 
swept over to the opposite extreme, so that there is not 
among us interdependence enough to hold us together as 
members in one church, or churches, in one body. 
This spirit of looseness has been the bane of the church 
in the past, and, perhaps more than any one thing, is 
militating against our usefulness in the present. In 
the estimation of some of our dear brethren we can 
not have rules for the transaction of business in church- 
work without a squirming and protest that we are going 
back to the creeds of the past; and so far is this carried 
that individual church business is slovenly and irregular, 
and in all our general and conference work there is 
about as much coherence in the body as we would find 
in arope of sand. Personal liberty is a good thing, 
but a good thing which may be terribly abused. Church 
independence must ever be intact, but this may be car- 
ried to an extreme. It is evident, we think, that with- 
out organization but little can be done. Suppose that 
in the affairs of daily life we act upon the principle of 
non-organization—in extreme individual liberties in 
farming, milling, banking, manufacturing, etc., where 
each man refuses to acknowledge a law of organization, 
and where every one claims that he will do just as he 
pleases without reference to community of interest and 
general good—how much would be accomplished? 
Suppose that when the war of the rebellion was upon 
us, instead of accepting army regulations and abridging 
our individual liberties for a time and for a purpose, 
each man had chosen his own uniform, weapons, time, 
place, and method of action, with the privilege of 
change to any extent and at any time he pleased, what 


‘would have been the result? We all know the answer. 


So in business and in church there must be organization 
if the united strength of the body is used in carrying out 
the great mission. 

Because of this lack our local interests are feeble and 
our general interests fail. There is neither uniformity 
nor regularity in our church-work, our statistics can not 
be gathered, and we are constantly working with the 
extreme short end of the lever. We contend for all 
the rights and liberties to the individual and local 
church which are compatible with the highest good of 
the body, and to this we individual!y pledged ourselves 
when we united with the church and :.ccepted the Bible 
as our rule of faith and practice. When some master 
mind, or minds, shall present us with some such or- 
ganic law the grandest liberties will be subserved and 
the united strength of the body will be exerted in the 
holy mission of the church. The ordinances of the 
church then would be administered for all who desired 
them at appropriate times without burdening the con- 
science of any by forcing them to comply.

LET THERE BE A UNITED EFFORT. 

I was greatly encouraged by the editorial in last 
week’s HERALD in relation to the payment of the debt 
on the Publishing House. I had planned to devote my 
attention to that work during the present spring and 
summer, and at the time I was stricken the prospect 
for its successful prosecution was in every way encour- 
aging. I am rejoiced to learn that the trustees of the 
House have determined to prosecute this work to com 
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pletion, and that the execution of it has been commit- 
ted to Brother Jones, who will doubtless pursue it 
with energy and skill. 

The plan of one hundred dollar pledges is certainly 
the best method for reaching the desired end. There 
are hundreds of persons who are willing and ready to 
give one hundred dollars, or even more, whenever they 
can be assured that by so doing the entire debt is to be 
removed from the institution; but they would not con- 
tribute one dollar if the House is to continue under its 
present burdens. 

The property of the concern is worth thirty thousand 
dollars. The funded indebtedness is thirteen thousand 
five hundred dollars. It is now proposed to ask one 
hundred and thirty-five persons to pledge one hundred 
dollars each for the payment of the whole amount— 
no pledge to be binding until the entire amount is 
pledged, and the call to be closed by the first day of 
January, 1886. There are very many persons who are 
willing to give to this fund who are not able to give the 
amount of one hundred dollars, but almost any one of 
our churches can, by a little effort, raise one or more 
shares of the sum required. 

Men of any business experience can understand at 
once that all the work of the House must be done at an 
immense disadvantage as long as the Association is 
burdened with its present indeltedness. Besides the 
large amount of interest to be paid, all the stock and 
supplies of the concern must be bought on time, and at 
a disadvantage that amounts to not less than ten per 
cent. on the whole amount of business transacted in 
each year. If the House was clear of debt its business 
would yield a profit of not less than two thousand dol- 
lars a year, that could be applied to missionary or edu- 
cational work, as the brotherhood might direct. All 
profits and all property of the House belong to the 
Christian Church in America, and to all sections alike, 
no individual having any pecuniary interest whatever 
in either. 

No money is called for until the whole amount is 
pledged. That amount of money can be raised without 
unduly burdening any one. It is very desirable that 
our people should take hold of the work with a strong 
hand and a determined purpose and press it to a suc- 
cessful completion. They have suffered the reproach 
and the dishonor of this debt too long already, and the 
time has fully come when it should be put away. Let 
there be no hesitation, but an earnest, united effort 
and the work will be done. A. W. Coan. 


CHILDREN'S DAY.

Indeed, it seems to me 
that not one congregation, church, or Sunday-school 
throughout our entire brotherhood ought to neglect its 
observance; that is, the observance of one Sabbath as 
Children’s Day. If circumstances render it impracti- 
cal to observe the second Sabbath in June, then ob- 
serve another Sabbath, as close as may be to that day. 
To refuse or neglect to observe Children’s Day would 
be to refuse to co-operate in a general denominational 
measure (this day was adopted by the Quadrennial 
Convention as a denominational anniversary, the Chris- 
tians South being invited to join in its observance); 
would be to deprive the children of a great blessing, 
and the Children’s Mission of much needed funds. 
Let those who have observed it in the past take hold of 
it this year again with all the enthusiasm possible, and 
let those who have not hitherto observed it fall into 
line this year; and may there go up one general halle- 
lujah of joy from all our children in the land; and 
in the work and in the joy may all our older people 
have a part. Pastors and superintendents should be- 
gin early to prepare for the day—music, recitations, 
children’s sermons, etc. Plan well for gathering the 
offerings. It isa good plan. I am satisfied, from my 
own experience and observation in the past, that the 
most successful plan is to appoint a committee of active 


boys or girls, at least two weeks before, to canvass the 
entire field and collect what they can in advance. To 
this add the collection of the day, and send the amount 
to our mission secretary, Rev. J. P. Watson, Troy,

—April 21st, the Universalist Social Union of Boston 
had a pleasant meeting, and admitted twenty-five new 
members. 

—aA tablet to the memory of the Rev. Charles Francis 
Barnard has been erected in the Warren Street Chapel at 
Boston, Mass. 

—The debt of the Grand Street Baptist Church at New 
Haven, Conn., has been paid. The sittings in this church 
are paid for by the envelope system. 

—The Women’s Christian Temperance Union of Phila- 
delphia County, Pa., report that thirty-three churches 
have agreed to use unfermented wines. 


—The widow of the late T. F. Powers of Philadelphia 
has given $40,000, which nearly cancels the debt on the 
Emanuel Reformed Episcopal Church. 


—The Evangelical Congregational Church at Schenec- 
tady, N. Y., has engaged a brass band for its Sunday 
services. A liturgy will be introduced. 

—The Rev. G. Quennell, rector of Christ Church at 
Binghamton, N. Y., has aroused a general interest in 
mission work in the city. A chapel will be opened on 
the North Side at once. 

—The arrangements for the American Congress of 
Churches in Hartford, which will be inaugurated May 
llth, are almost completed. Governor Harrison, of Con- 
necticut, will preside. 

—The Second Congregational Church at West Newton, 
Mass., have decided to remodel and enlarge their church 
edifice at a cost of $15,000, on condition that $5,000 of the 
amount is raised by subscription.

AGurvent vents. 


—By the will of Gordon W. Burnham, 
the late millionaire, Miss Kate Sanborn 
receives $50,000, 

—A battle between the Russians and 
Afghans is reported, in which the Russian 
force was almost annihilated. 


—A serious fire occurred in Sharpsburg 
last week, which destroyed thirteen houses 
and injured a number of others. The 
loss is estimated at sixty thousand dollars. 


—On last Monday night a fire occurred 
in a four-story building on Third Avenue, 
near Wood Street, Pittsburgh, in which 
twelve firemen were injured, several of 
hem fatally. 


—The owners ot two thousand acres of 
strawberry plants in the vicinity of Cen- 
tralia, Illinois, report excellent crop pros- 
pects. The yield is estimated at two hun- 
dred car-loads. 


—Edmund McCurtin, chief of the Choc- 
taws, calls upon all freedmen residing in 
the nation and entitled to citizenship to 
register themselves before June or suffer 
expulsion as intruders. 


—Emancipation day was celebrated at 
Washington by a parade of about five 
thousand colored people, which was re- 
viewed by President Cleveland from the 
portico of the White House. 


—A dispatch from Libertad states that 
a basis for peace has been arranged be- 
tween San Salvador and Guatemala ; that 
hostilities have ceased, and general am- 
nesty has been proclaimed. 


—The Governor of Louisiana has is- 
sued a proclamation of quarantine against 
the leading ports of Mexico, Central and 
South America, and the West Indian 
Islands, to take effect May roth. 


—The Vatican is making preparations 
to hold next spring a general council to 
consider a programme for the internation- 
al administration of the Catholic Church. 
The Pope has formulated the programme. 


— General W. B. Hazen was reprimand- 
ed by the President, in accordance with 
the sentence of the court-martial, for cap- 
tious criticism of his superior officer, and 
was then restored to duty as chief signal 
officer. 


—The State House Commission met in 
Trenton, New Jersey, on the 14th ult., and 
decided to rebuild the burnt portion of 
the capitol as far as possible. The vaults 
will be placed in the cellar instead of the 
first floor. 


—Deserters from the Mahdi's army re- 
port the evacuation of Birti and Metem 
neh. Italian troops have occupied a 
station on the Red Sea, and the flag of 
King Humbert now floats beside that of 
the Khedive. 


—James D. Fish, former president of 
the Marine Bank, New York, was found 
guilty last week on twelve counts of the 
indictment under which he was tried. 
He can be sentenced from three to five 
years on each count. 


—The business failures occurring during 
the last seven days throughout the coun- 
try number for the United States 204, and 
for Canada eighteen, or a total of 222, as 
against 212 last week and 213 the week 
previous to the last. 


—After public demonstrations of wel- 
come last week at Dublin, the Prince of 
Wales visited Mallow and Cork, where 
the Nationalists stirred up serious riots 
and there was a general fight between the 
mob and the police, with clubs and stones, 
in which many persons were injured, 
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—The Senate of Indiana has passed a 
bill from the House limiting the price for 
rental of telephones to three dollars per 
month, with a further reduction of fifty 
cents where two or more instruments are 
used by the same firm. 


—The April returns to the Department 
of Agriculture in Washington indicate a 
reduction of over ten per cent. of last 
year's area in winter wheat. The aggre- 
gate shortage «mounts to three million 
acres. A decrease is reported in every 
state except Oregon.

Mr. Moody, the evangelist, cites a re- 
markable instance during his visit to 
Cambridge in England, the seat of the 
university. He says: 

In 1774 I was asked to go to Cam- 
bridge, but I declined; I had no univer- 
sity education, not even a common edu- 
cation, and I telt as if I had no call to go 
there. But I afterward felt sorry I had 
not gone, and pledsed myself that if ever 
I got another invitation I would go. At 
length a great, long petition came, and I 
went to Cambridge, and spent three of 
the darkest days I ever spent in my life. 
For the first time in my life the audience 
tried to break up the meeting. For a 
whole hour everything said or done was 
turned into ridicule. The next night was 
just as dark, and the third one darker. 
On Wednesday I got fifiy mothers, and 
they seemed to just pierce heaven with 
their prayers. That night, in response to 
my invitation, fifty-two men sprung up— 
the tide began to turn, and I believe it 
was in answer to the prayers of those 
mothers. That night between three and 
four hundred undergraduates, including 
some of the ringleaders, came into the 
inquiry-room. It is not the preaching 
which is to reach the people, after all. It 
is the power of God, and that will come 
in answer to prayer.
